The total area of the public lands

acres are undisposed of and 154,745,782 
acres have been reserved for various 
purposes. There were disposed of dur- 
ing the fiscal year ended June 30th, 1900, 
public lands aggregating 13,453,887.96 
acres, an increase of 4,271,474.80 acres as 
compared with the aggregate disposals 
for the preceding fiscal year. There 
were on June 30th, 1900, 38 forest reser- 
vations, embracing an area of 46,772,129 
acres. 



The largest orders given for liquor 
supplies for immediate delivery are 
now being filled by more than a dozen 
firms In different parts of the United 
States. They are the "Christmas 
goods" for the South Carolina Dis- 
pensary, which will pay $600,000 in cash 
when the liquor is received. Perhaps 
the most remarkable order was that to a 
Pittsburgh house for 150 carloads of 
glass— half pint, pint and quart flasks. 
This glass will be shipped In five trains 
of thirty cars each. There will also be 
several train loads of liquor, aggregat- 
ing 2,200 barrels.

the 119 counties in Kentucky forty- 
eight are entirely "dry." In other 
words, the sale of liquor as a stimulant 
is legally prohibited throughout these 
forty-eight counties. Tbirty-one of 
these are mountain counties. Curiously- 
enough the greatestcontinuous stretches 
of "dry" territory are found in the ex- 
treme Eastern and the extreme West- 
ern portions of the state. 

Twenty-one more counties are "dry" 
at all but one point, usually the county 
seat. 

Seventeen are "dry" at all but two 



Only seven have saloons at any 
poiut where application may be made 
for a coffee house license. Those are 
Union, Metcalfe, Meade, Henry, Ken- 
ton, Kowan and Powell. It does not 
follow, however, that more intemper- 
ance exists in these counties than in 
others. There are simply no local op- 
tion precincts in their borders. 

This leaves but seventeen counties 
unaccounted for in the tabulation. 
These seventeen have salonoa in a num- 
ber of places over the county. 

At fifty-seven county seats no liquor 
is sold legally.
